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13-unit cap

Cal State Long Beach students will 
soon revisit the stress of registration as 
the 13-unit cap remains in effect for 
class registration for the spring 2013 
semester. z 

The unit restriction is again divided 
into two rounds, mirroring the regis- 
tration process of fall 2012. In round 
one, students can register for a maxi- 
mum of 13 units and are urged to pri- 
oritize their more important classes, 
according to CSULB Enrollment Ser- 
vices. Round two will allow students 
to register for up to 18 units, after all 
students have had an opportunity to 
register for a course load of 13 units. 

“David Dowell, vice provost for plan- 
ning and budget, said that the cap is a 
result of the budget’s not being very 
flexible. 

“Because the budget continues to be 
tight, there will be a close relationship 
between seats available and students,” 
Dowell said via email. “The early unit 
cap will prompt students registering 
early to be thoughtful about which 
courses to sign up for.at the early point 
in time and leave some seats for stu- * 
dents registering later.” 

Dowell also said that the unit cap 
would help to relieve some tension on 
the budget. 

“Tt will better distribute available 
seats among continuing students,” he - 
said.

According to the Center For Infor- 
mation & Research On Civic Learning 
and Engagement (CIRCLE), a research 
organization studying political behav- 
ior among voters, there are 46 million 
eligible young voters, between ages 18 
and 29, making up 21 percent of the to- 
tal eligible voting electorate. 

Youth voting has been on the rise in 
the past decade and the 2008 election 


‘marked the highest youth turnout in, 


recent years with 51 percent of the de- 
mographic casting a vote, according to 
CIRCLE’s website. 

California had a young voter turnout 
of 53.1 percent in 2008, which is 2.1 per-

cent higher than the national average. 

But according to CSULB political 
science professor Christopher Dennis, 
the momentum for voting in, this elec- 
tion may have died down compared. to 
four years ago. 

Dennis said there is a a possibility that 
young voter turnout in the 2012 elec- 
tion may be lower than that of the 2008 
election. 3 

“The economy isn’t good,” Dennis 
said. “Some may vote for [Mitt] Rom- 


ney. Some won’t vote. Some are disil- 


lusioned with [President] Obama.” 
According to Dennis, the high voter 
turnout in 2008 may have been attrib- 


part in religious tolerance 


of the club. 

“[The] ability to be able to say your 
mind about your faith is the best aspect 
of PART,” Logue said. 

Since joining PART three semesters 
ago, Logue, a sophomore theatre arts 
major, said she has gained knowledge 
and learned about different. people, 
their background stories and personal 
beliefs. 

Logue said that the club originally 
began.as a pagan group, but when many 
non-pagan students came to the club, it 
became a religious tolerance club. 

Garcia said she is.very thankful for 
PART because she grew up in a home 
where her beliefs were not supported. 
She said her mother is Christian; but at 
age 13, Garcia told her mom that she did 
not feel that Christianity was a part of her. 
She told her mom that she was a witch. 

Garcia said that she sometimes deals 
with the tension of their opposing reli- 


gions at home, but in PART she is free 
to practice her faith. 
“T had to hide what I do from my 


mom,” she said. “Here, I’m open to do

Conflicts over religious differences 
occur every now and then among club 
members, but people of all faiths are 
welcome to join as long as they come 
with open minds, Logue said. 

During the club’s Oct.’1 meeting, 
PART had a discussion on how to weat 
charms and their meaning. The club

According to the university web- 
site, round two of self-régistration 
will take place between Dec. 5 and 
Dec. 12. Students with an approved 
petition for a maximum unit load can 
register during a third round of regis- 
tration, starting Jan. 7. 
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CSULB student reveals experiences in 
debut chapter book, poetry compilation 


Christopher Soto’s 
“How to Eat Glass” 
highlights issues of 
domestic abuse.

While some release tension through 
exercise or physical activity, Cal State 
Long Beach student Christopher Soto 
spills his troubles into poetry. 

After years of. writing and perform- 
ing poems that reflect on his life expe- 
riences, Soto has culminated his works 
into. his first chapter book, “How to Eat 
Glass,” which was released on Friday. 

“How to Eat Glass,” a collection of 


Soto’s poetry, focuses on issues of do- ° 


mestic abuse, homelessness and life as 
a queer Latino in Southern California. 
The compilation of poems also delves 
into the finding and building of a com- 
munity, according to Soto. 

Soto said the book is a narration of 
his “lived experiences,” including is- 
sues he has witnessed firsthand such 
as domestic abuse, homelessness, drug 
abuse, abuse of religion, racism within a 
low-income community and homopho- 
bia within universities and professional 
settings.

“My goal is to let other people know 
that domestic abuse, homelessness con- 
flicts with sexual orientation, and these 
issues are ongoing every single day,” Soto 
said. “And even though it may not be your 
reality, it may be someone else’s reality.” 

Soto, a senior communications major 
with a minor in creative writing, said:that 
his start in poetry began with hip-hop. 

“I grew up listening to hip-hop,” he 
said. “My older sister went to UC Santa 
Barbara and came back with a slam 


_poetry CD. Slam poetry uses a lot of 


rhythm and rhyme scheme.” 
The rhythmic nature of slam poetry 
made transitioning from hip-hop to po- 
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etry rather easy, Soto said. He said that 
being involved with poetry made a huge 
impact on his life, He started compet- 
ing in slam poetry competitions when 
he was 15 years old, as a member of the 
Inland Empire Slam Team. Then, after 
starting college, he began experiment- 
ing with different forms of poetry, in- 
cluding performance-based poetry. 

Soto also helps to manage the 
CSULB poetry team as well as the Po- 
et’s Lounge on campus. He also created 
‘Long Beach Poetry, a community cal- 
endar that informs all Long Beach poets 
of what events are going on. 

“I’m all over the place,” Soto said. 

One push for the publication of “How 
to Eat Glass” was the audience at Soto’s 
-many speaking events, he said. His lis- 
teners always asked for something to 
read beyond spoken word. 

Sotto: said that when he finally felt 
that he had discovered a voice he was 
proud of, he started reaching out to 
people he knew within the art com- 
munity. 

Soto networked with Lost Bros Crew, 
an art collective based out of San Fran- 
cisco, which then linked him with Still 
Life Press, a publishing company based 
in Los Angeles. Still Life showed inter- 
est in publishing his text, Soto said, and 
started the publishing process during 
this summer. 

Still Life is now working with Soto 
to set tour dates and start promotions 
in places such as San Francisco and Se- 
attle.

Prop. 30. versus Prop. 38, two enter only one or none can survive 


Election time is approaching fast. Now is the 
time to research, to focus our interests and make 
a decision on which propositions and candidates 
to choose. ; 

We’ve all heard of Proposition.30, hopefully. 
This initiative will directly affect our campus and 
student population. ; 

Gov. Jerry Brown has supported his state’s 
education system this year by approving the 
merger of two initiatives: the “Millionaire’s Tax” 
and “Brown’s First Tax Increase Proposal.” Prop. 
30 will impact universities, community colleges 
and K-12 schools in California. 

.It will raise sales tax from 7.25 percent to 7.50 
percent for seven years. The personal income tax 
increase will affect taxpayers earning an excess 
of $250,000. These tax increases will be distrib- 
uted, 89 percent to K-12 schools and 11 percent 
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to community colleges. This is a way to help 
balance the ongoing budget crisis by having the 
wealthy bracket in our state give back to its youth 
for prosperity. . 
If this fails to pass, the Cal State Univer- 
sity system will face a cut of $250 million. For 
CSULB, our tuition will rise 
by at least 5 percent. In the 
case that Prop. 30 passes, 
students will be reimbursed for 
this semester’s tuition hike. 
Yes, it’s true! We will be paid! 
The money credited to a student’s bill or bank 
account will be about $498. 


Our university prepared for potential cuts like 


this one last year and raised the tuition prior to 
the election year to make the potential increase 
less severe to students. 
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Prop. 30 runs into a catch-22 situation because 
it intersects with a related initiative, Prop. 38. 
“Our Children, Our Future: Local Schools and 
Early Education Investment Act” will increase 
taxes for 12 years, if not reauthorized. These tax 
increases will affect all taxpayers earning more 
than $7,316. This means more 
people will have to pay, and 
for a longer time period than 
Prop. 30. 3 

During the first four years, 
these collected taxes will be distributed, 60 
percent to K-12 schools, 10 percent to early child 
development programs and 30 percent to repay 
our state’s debt. ; : 

Prop. 38 is very similar to Prop. 30 with the 
same hopes to give back to the state’s educational 
system and youth. So why is it acatch-22?. 
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‘Only one of these propositions can pass this 
year. If both pass, the proposition with the greater 
number of votes will be instated and the other 
will be thrown out. 

This competition between the two propositions 
should be a boost of motivation to make sure vot- 
ers’ voices are heard. . 

Even though the two are competing, they are 
both similar in the fact that they will help our 
state’s budget-and education system. 

However, the tax increase will affect more wal- 
lets with Prop. 38, and its failure will not lower 
the funding already promised to these educational 
facilities, as Prop. 30 would for universities in

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Nick Waterhouse takes the El 
Rey Theater back in time 


The vocalist/guitarist 

and his band the Tarots 
played a 1960s-influenced 
set on Sunday.

The men dressed in their finest three-piece suits 
and quaffed hair. Women showed up in full skirts 
and teased locks. They all looked to take a trip back 
to the 1960s for an evening of old soul music’by 
Nick Waterhouse and the Tarots and the Allah-las. 

The San Francisco-based band Nick Waterhouse 
and the Tarots made a homecoming return to their 
native town of Los Angels on Sunday night at the 
El Rey Theater. For the past month, the band has 
been on a cross-country tour with supporting act 
and long time friends the Allah-las. 

The California-based group the Allah-las plays 
music that sounds as if it could come from a 1960s 
record; making dreamy sounding surf songs that 
are definitive of Southern California. 

The group released their debut album in Septem- 
ber, which was also produced by Waterhouse.

During the Allah-las set, Waterhouse made a 
special appearance, chiming in on tambourine and 
keyboards for several songs. _ 

Waterhouse then took the stage with his backing 
band the Tarots, whose main lineup consists of Da- 
vid Moyer on baritone saxophone, George Schafer 
on tenor saxophone, Jeff Luger on drums, Kyle Ste- 
phens on keys and Jack Payne on bass. The addition 


of two female back-up singers, an extra percussion- 
ist and keyboard player rounded out the sound of 
the band. 

The Tarots powered into their set with familiar 
tunes like “I Can Only Give You Everything” and 
“TJ Wanna Know.” The group also threw in a cover 
of the Allah-la’s “Don’t You Forget It,” adding body 
to the once stripped down surf song with the addi- 
tion of the horns and backup singers. 

Waterhouse gave a great performance, playing off 
the energy given by the shouting and dancing crowd 
members. His vocals ventured into 60s era Motown 
and soul and was rounded out with the sultry. and 
smooth backing vocals. The addition of Buddy Hol- 
ly inspired guitar solos and Bo Diddly drum beats 
added 50s’ keynotes while the horn section gave the 
songs a 30s’ era big band feel, combining the best of 
Americana music into one set. 

During the set, indie-rock recording artist and 
long-time friend from San Fransisco Ty Segall 
joined Nick Waterhouse to play drums for one 
song. The Allah-las also joined Waterhouse dur- 
ing an encore to cover The Valentino’s song, then 
turned Rolling Stones hit “It’s All Over Now.” 

According to vocalist and guitarist Nick Water- 
house, the bands will continue touring in Europe 

* throughout December before making a first-time 
trip to Japan in January. Even though the band has 
never played a show in Japan before, Waterhouse 
said that he is looking forward to the venture be- 
cause of the dedication that the Japanese show for 
classic American music. 

“Japan has a.certain reverence for Americana,” 
Waterhouse said. . 

Even though the tour is putting a strain on the 
band, with constant traveling and a heavy schedule 
of shows, Waterhouse said that the reception has 
been great so far. :

49ers’ playoff 


LBSU has a slim 

chance of making the 
postseason after falling 
to fifth in the Big West.

With two games remaining in its 
regular season, the Long Beach State 
women’s soccer team is in an unexpect- 
edly uncomfortable position thanks to 
some disappointing finishes during Big 
West Conference play. : 

The team. that was ranked as highly 
as 11th in the nation earlier in the year is 
now on the outside looking in at the ‘post- 
season, as several tough losses have com- 


pletely changed the outlook of its season. 


On Sept. 26, the 49ers sat at 21st in 
the National Soccer Coaches Associa- 
tion of America (NSCAA) poll. They 
boasted a record of 7-3 and owned the 
nation’s seventh-best Ratings Percent- 
age Index (RPI). 

Fast-forward almost a month, and 
the ‘Niners are 11-6 and unranked in 
national polls. Their once-elite RPI 
ranking is now a disappointing 37th. 
Not only have the 49ers lost relevance 
nationally, but several heartbreaking 
losses have nearly pushed them out of 
the Big West title picture. 

The most recent of these heartbreak- 
ing losses came at the hands of UC Ir 
vine on Saturday in front of a record 
crowd at George Allen Field. The 1-0

double-overtime defeat knocked LBSU 
to fifth in the Big West standings and 
was a considerable blow to ateam that 
entered this season with high expecta- 
tions following its conference champi- 
onship and elite eight run in 2011. 

“We're always trying to contend for 
the Big West championship, and we al- 
ways shoot to make the NCAA tourna- 
ment,” head coach Mauricio Ingrassia 
said before the season began.. “Obvi- 
ously, the expectations rise when you 
have a season like we did last year.” 

- The differences between this year 
and last, however, are numerous. Theré 
is even a distinct difference between 
the 49er team that took the field in 
nonconference play and the one that is 
stumbling down the stretch now. 

During the first seven matches of 
the season, the ‘Niners won all three 
of their overtime games, often scoring 
early in extra time. In the nine matches 
since, they have failed to build upon 
leads and have been unable to convert 
scoring chances in overtime, leading to 
three double-overtime losses. 

LBSU has also: found itself relying 
on a select few for offensive firepower. 
Through their first 12 games, the 49ers 
got 22 goals from 13 different players. 
Over the last five, however, Nadia Link, 
Eileen Maes and Renee Mendiola have 
been the only goal-scorers. 

That trend can be partly explained by 
injuries to several key players. Center 
back Jordan Nelson has been out with 
a torn meniscus since the first week of 
October and midfielder Marie MacKen- 
zie hasn’t played since she tore her an- 
terior cruciate ligament (ACL) on Sept.

14. Mendiola and fellow midfielder 
Kelsey Wilson have also missed time 
due to concussion issues. 

The injury problems aren’t a quick 
fix, and LBSU doesn’t have much mo- 
mentum on its side after Saturday’s loss. 
But the 49ers haven’t been eliminated 
just yet. They need-to win each of their 
final two games and-hope that teams 
above them in the standings falter. 

“We need a little help;now,” Ingrassia 
said after the loss to UCI. “But as long 


- as we take care of the last two games, 


we’re confident [that we can make the 
postseason].” 

LBSU currently sits behind Cal Poly, 
UCL, Cal State Northridge and Cal State 
Fullerton inthe Big West table. For the 
‘Niners to make the Big West tourna- 
ment, they need to be in the top four of 
the. final standings, which means that 


~ they need UCI, CSUN or CSUF to gain 


no more than one point over the last two 
games, That can be accomplished if any 
of those teams either lose twice or lose 
once’and tie once. 

None of the above scenarios matter, 
however, if the 49ers fail to sweep their 
remaining games. Despite showing 
a disappointing record in conference 
play, they have the depth to overcome 
injuries and the defense. to shut down 
any opponent. It will ultimately come 
down to whether or not the offense can 
convert enough of its scoring chances 


“to put games away early. 


LBSU will play its: final’matches of 
the regular season this weekend when 


' it faces Hawaii on Friday at 7 p.m. and 


CSUN on Sunday at 2 p.m. Both games 
will be played at George Allen Field.
